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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 8-12 are objected to because of the following informalities. Claim 1 recites a 
printing device but does not recite printing means or any other means to support printing. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

4. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 
(4,910,360). Lee teaches a dielectric core and a conductive material in a wire that carries a 
positive or negative charge. The recitation of a charging device has not been given patentable 
weight because the recitation occurs in the preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any 
patentable weight where it merely recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a 
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structure, and where the body of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness 
but, instead, the process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. In re Hirao, 535 
F.2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) mdKropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 
(CCPA 1951). 

Lee does not teach the claimed glass dielectric material or gold coating as the conductive 
material. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to select the appropriate material for the dielectric core and the conductive material 
since it has been held to be within ordinary skill in the art to select a known material for its 
inherent properties. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 8-13 contain allowable subject matter. 

Response to Argum ents 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. In response to applicant's arguments, the recitation of a 
charging device has not been given patentable weight because the recitation occurs in the 
preamble. A preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely recites 
the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body of the claim does 
not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the process steps or structural 
limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 R2d 67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) 
and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 481 (CCPA 1951). Applicant's charging 
device comprises a wire composite including a core and a conductive coating. Thus the applied 
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art also comprises a wire composite including a core and a conductive coating. The claims 
remain rejected as discussed above.
